2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
does not show or suggest a crawler belt having a high-tensile strength belt with holes 
for engaging projections of a drive wheel, an elastic belt main body having an endless 
base part that is attached all around the outer periphery of the high strength belt, 
wherein the inner periphery of the base part completely contacts the entire outer 
periphery of the high strength belt, and the base part further covering the engagement 
holes and including recesses which correspond to the engagement holes of the high 
strength belt.
